6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art of record, 2002/01 1 7188 to Galburt et a/., US 5,529,638 to 
Lutz & US 4,696,712 to Nonaka, fails to teach each and every limitation of the instant 
invention. The state of the art recognizes sealed optical sensor systems which avoid 
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openings to the sensor which may cause contamination. Thus, the prior art lacks the 
requisite motivational teachings or suggestions for an optical sensor housing/unit having 
openings as claimed by applicant. Accordingly, claim 1 of applicant's claimed wet clean 
station having optical sensor fixing guides with purge holes, is believed to recite 
patentable subject matter. 

7. For at least the foregoing reasons, claims 1-6 are believed to be patentable.
